A In his first address to a Joint 
Session of the Congress, 
President Gerald K. Ford 
recognized that "inflation is the 
unanimous concern of Ameri- 
cans." It is appropriate, 

'therefore, to consider President 
Ford's initial approach to the 
problem of spiraling inflation 
insofar as governmental action 
may be capable of keeping 
inflation under control. 

A staunch-fiscal conservative 
throughout his 25 years in the 
U.S. House of Representatives, 
President Ford has outlined a 
basic Federal program which 
includes: (a) controlling. Fede- 
ral spending, (b) working 
toward a balanced Federal 
budget beginning next July, (c) 
cooperating with the new Joint 



Legislative Budget Committee, 
( d ) re-establishing the Cost of 
Living Council, (e) convening 
an Economic Summit Meeting, 
and (f) other measures. 

Holding the line on Federal 
spending may require some 
Presidential vetoes in the event 
the Congress itself acts irre- 
sponsibly. However, President 
Ford's capacity for cooperating 
with the Congress is more likely 
to result in curbing appropria- 
tions before they reach the 
stage of final enactment into 
legislation. Recently, the Fe- 
deral Mass Transit bill experi- 
enced the Ford influence for 
economy when the U.S. House 
cut the bill's spending authority 
from $22 billion to $11 billion. 

While the new Joint Legisla- 
tive Budget Committee is just 
beginning operation, it is 



j. 



expected that this newly 
created' legislative mechanism: 
will result in more responsible 
fiscal management in the 
Congress. 

President Ford has recog- 
nized the general opposition to 
mandatory Federal wage and 
price controls. Nevertheless, it 
is the President's position that 
by reactivating the Cost of 
Living Council the Federal 
government will be in a position 
to monitor and publicize 
inflationary wage and price 
increases,, and that public 
opinion will serve as a deterrent 
to abuses.
